other peddlers on foot, $6 day;
milk distributors; $12 per vehicle;
salesmen = selling  house-to-house
from samples, $10 month; laun-
dries, $100 year; outside laundries,
$100aper vehigle; outside elenners
and dyers, $24 year; pawn brok-
ers, $24 year; sewing - machine
agents, $10 day; and distributors
of hand bills, $60 day. Electrical
contractors are required to put up
a bond for $1000. It is unlawful
under the proposed new ordinance
for peddlers and agents to call at
residences displaying “No peddlers
or agents” signs.
